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THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS FOR 
FEBRUARY. 
Tux returns of our foreign trade for last month show a 
considerable increase as compared with last year, part of 
which is, of course, due to the fact that February this 
ear contained 29 instead of 28 days. Still, after allow- 


ing for this, there can be no doubt that the volume of our 


| foreign trade was decidedly larger than it was a year ago. 


The month’s imports amounted in value to £29,533,000, 
being an increase over last year of £1,019,000, or 3} per 
cent., and making an increase for the two months of 
£4,774,000, or 8 per cent. Our imports in February of 
food-stuffs were upon a smaller scale, owing to reduced 
purchases of cereals, but under every other head there is 
an increase, which is especially marked in the case of 
metals. The month’s exports of home produce amounted 
in value to £18,992,000, being an increase of £1,737,000, 
or 10 per cent., and making an increase for the two months 
of £2,512,000, or just over 7 per cent. The most notice- 
able feature in the figures for February is the further 
decided expansion in our iron and steel exports, but there 
was also a gain under every other head, except chemicals, 
dye-stuffs, &c. Our re-export trade, however, fell off to 
some extent. Altogether, it will be seen the returns are 
ofa thoroughly satisfactory character, and, superficially, 
this appears rather at variance with the reports of a lull 
in trade, which are due, however, not to the insufficient 
volume of existing business, but to the fewer number of 
fresh orders coming forward to fill up the place of current 
contracts. The following tables show our imports and 
exports for February and the first two months of the year, 
grouped under their chief categories :—

In articles imported for manufacture, the most important 
feature is the marked increase in the month’s imports of 
copper and tin. ‘Che former, in the shape of furnace-stuff, 
has continued to come to hand in larger quantities from 
the United States, but perhaps the most noticeable ent 
is 1,589 tons of unwrought and part wrought metal, caine 
at £118,538, set down against “other countries,” as 
against only 356 tons, valued at £16,474, in 1887. The 
supplies of metal from Australasia show a considerable 
increase. Tin exhibits a big increase in both quantity and 
value, the arrivals from all sources, but*especially from 
the Straits, continuing to grow very heavy. Zinc came to 
hand in large amounts. The comparative quietude of the 
steel trade is reflected in the smaller imports of non- 
hosphatic Spanish iron-ore. Amongst raw textile pro- 
feo cotton, jute, and silk have been imported upon a 
larger scale, especially the last-named from China and 
Japan, but hemp and flax exhibit adecrease. The falling- 
off in the arrivals of flax from Russia is a marked feature. 
The months’ receipts of wool were small, but the total for 
the two months is considerably in excess of last year. In 
miscellaneous articles there is a noticeable increase in our 
imports of esparto, especially from “ other countries.”

shipments to India, and as the result of a widely dis- 
tributed demand, there is a very satisfactory gain in our. 
exports of all kinds of finished iron. For machinery, and 
tin-plates, the figures are also decidedly encouraging. 
Copper exhibits afconsiderable increase in value, but that 
is wholly due t» the rise in prices. In our exports of 
textiles, the improvement is comparatively slight. Cotton 
goods exhibit an increase in both quantity aud value, 
for although our exports to the Continent and Turkey 
have declined, we have shipped much more freely to 
China, to Japan, and also to Central and South America, 
with, however, the exception of Brazil and the River Plate. 
Jute manufactures have declined, but the figures for the 
linen trade are more encouraging than they have been of 
late. Silk manufactures exhibit a gain over last year. As 
regards the woollen trade, yarn has been exported upon a 
large seale, and there is a decided gain in woollen fabrics, 
especially in the shipments to France and Germany ; but 
worsted fabrics exbibit a general decline. An improve- 
ment is to be seen in articles of apparel, which are a large 
item in our miscellaneous exports, in paper, earthenware,

AGRICULTURE AND PRICES IN THE SEVEN- 
TEENTH CENTURY. 

Turover the Clarendon Press, Oxford, Mr J. E. Thorold 
Rogers has issued two more volumes of the “ History of 
Agriculture and Prices in Englend, from the Year after the 
Oxford Parliament (1259), to the Commencement of the 
Continental War (1798).” The first two volumes of this 
laborious work were published in 1866, the next two in 
1882, and, in addition to the two now before us, for the 
period 1583-1702, there are two yet to follow to complete 
the set. By searching through the records of college 
estates and other contemporaneous documents, Mr Rogers 
has been able to collect a mass of information, and whole 
volumes of figures, throwing a great deal of light upon 
the condition of agriculture, the positions of all classes of the 
people, and the movements in prices during the long period 
embraced by his History. With respect to a few pertions of 
the time, there are gaps in the lists of prices ; but for the 
most part the author has beenable to present a yearly record 
of the value of a great number of commodities. Indeed, he 
gives prices at several markets for various periods of recent 
years, and these he has tabulated, giving yearly. and 
decennial averages, which add greatly to the value of the 
records.

Between 1583 and 1702, our author says, wheat rose 209 
cent., while labour advanced only 106 per cent., and the 

r ave rise includes that of the wages of artisans 
affected os tendon prices. If wages in the rural districts 
were as completely stationary for long periods as is above 
stated on the authority of Mr Rogers, the country labourers 
must have been badly off indeed. In another place the 
writer gives the percentage rise in different classes of 
commodities and labour, from the prices in 1541-1582, to 
those of 1583-1702, of which we can copy only the averages, 
which he has calculated for the several divisions: Corn, 
166; animal food, 184 ; light and heat, 89; fish and salt, 
79; metals, 65}; materials, 94}; paper, 60; foreign 

roduce, 156; linen, 42; woollen cloth, 46; labour, 106. 
Prices were advancing during nearly every decade of the 
first half of the one hundred and twenty years comprising 
the period under review ; but the dearest decade of all was 
1 2, when cereals, hay, salt, and some other necessaries 
attained their maximum value. This was partly owing to 
bad harvests ; but seeing that prices not affected in the 
way mentioned also rose, Mr Rogers attributes the advance 
chiefly to the cessation of the Civil War, or to its effects, 
most felt after it had ceased. 

Mr- Rogers dwells at some length, and with natural 
indignation, upon the infamous attempts to regulate by 
law the rates of wages, which, after two centuries of 
failure, became unhappily successful in the seventeenth 
century. In his sixth volume he gives several of the 
assessments of wages made, in connection with the cost of 
the necessaries of life, by the justices of the peace in pur- 
suance of the Act of 5 Elizabeth, cap. 4. By this 
infamous measure, passed in 1562, the magistrates were 
not only empowered to fix the wages of agricultural 
labourers and artificers, but also to enforce their assess- 
ments by fine and imprisonment, and to compel all 
artizans to pass through a period of apprenticeship. One 
of the provisions of this statute was, that all persons 
between the ages of fifteen and sixty, “not otherwise 
employed or apprenticed, are compellable to serve in 











husbandry.” Another renders servants who leave a city 
or parish without a testimonial liable to imprisonment. 
The assessors were further directed to define the hours of 
a labour ; to fineand imprison any man who struck work, 
ve and any employer who paid, and man who accepted, more 


than the fixed rate of wages; to punish with a year’s 
i imprisonment any man who assaulted his master; to 
a compel artificers to work in the field in harvest, or to put 
them in the stocks; and to eompel single women to work 

im by the year, week, or day, as considered most desirable. 
These are only a few of the arbitrary interferences with 
the liberties of employers and workmen, and, among 
many others, was one prescribing the proportionate 
num of journeymen and rentices in various 
3 callings, and the classes from which apprentices were to 
og be taken.

We have bracketed these examples in couples, to show 
that, in spite of the tendency of wages to advance as time 
went on, it often happened that an enormous rise in the 
price of wheat had little or no effect upon wages,while, in 
some of the instances—which might be multiplied many 
times over—there was a fall in wages as wheat became 
dearer, or a rise when it became cheaper. Mr Rogers 
points out that the average rates of wages which he gives 
are much higher than the average of the rates fixed by the 
magistrates for the corresponding years for the same 
classes of workmen, thus cboatag that employers were 
more generous than the officials who administered an 
iniquitous law. 

We have touched on only a few of the subjects dealt 
with at more or less length by Mr Rogers. The book, 
as we have already remarked, is one for study rather than 
for hasty reading, on account of the great mass of details 
which it contains, and for that reason it is impossible to 
review it comprehensively in the space at our disposal. 


THE IRON AND STEEL TRADES. 
Since the New Year a change for the worse has come | 
over this branch of our trade, and the improvemert 
which was inaugurated at the close of 1887 has not been 
maintained. We pointed outinourarticle of 24th December 
last, that “‘the rapid advance in other metals, such as 
copper, tin, and spelter, attracted the attention of 
the outside public, and iron being very cheap, con- 
siderable purchases of warrants were made in the Glasgow 
market.” The advance in prices which resulted 
from these operations attracted the notice of 
shipowners, who rushed into the market to place orders 
for new shipping, but, with this exception, little new busi- 
ness resulted. America did not come on as a buyer, al 
even steel rails, which were unusually low in price (£4), 
were not inquired for to any great extent. Had there been 
any distinct revival, we should most likely have seen con- 
siderable orders placed for rails,as the low prices ruling for 
all railway materials made the time very opportune for 
such operations. There being no new demand to support 
this advance, and speculators failing to take off the 
market the iron which they had bought, prices quickly 
receded, and Scotch pig-iron warrants fell from 44s lid 
in December to 38s 11d in February. It would appear, 
therefore, as if the movement inaugurated by speculators 
at the close of last year had ended in disappointment, 
the result cannot but be damaging to the trade as it has 
been disastrous to those who were the principal actors 2 |

Whatever may be the ultimate outcome of the present 
proposals for a reduction of the American tariff, it is quite 
certain that for the present the agitation in regard to it 
must tend still further to restrict business. The proposals 
put forward by the Democratic representatives on the Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means do not encourage us to expect 
much present benefit to the English iron and steel trade. 
The reduction on pig-iron from $6 72c to $6 is but a sma!l 
matter, when it is borne in mind that the tarifl is intended 
tohelp the producers of American pig-iron by a reduction 
of 72 cents per ton oniron ore. The reduction on steel rails 
from ¢17 to $11 would be more important, but owing to 
the present low price for rails in America ($31}),it would not 
yield much presentadvantage to British makers. Takingthe 
present low price of English steel rails (£3 17s 6d), and 
adding freight, insurance, and duty, the cost would be about 
$372 laid down at the seaboard in the United States. 
The placing of tinplates on the free list would be very 
satisfactory to this country, but seeing that we have 
hitherto had almost the monopoly of supplying these 
articles, any future benefit to us must rather follow from 
an increase of consumption consequent upon a reduction 
in prices in the United States. The most important fact 
to be borne in mind, however, is, that the United States 
seems likely to modify gradually the extreme Protectionist 
policy which has prevailed for so long, and in the future 
this country will have a much better chance in competing 
with American manufacturers, although we may expect 
the struggle to be pretty severe, especially on the part 
of those who have grown so enormously rich under the 
Protectionist regime. 


Whilst this is the condition of a very important 
branch of our trade, it is gratifying to note a steady 
= in our dealings with those countries who are 
dependent on ourselves and others for their supplies of 
iron and steel. If we compare the years 1886 and 1887, 
we find a considerable improvement in the demands from 
countries other than the United States. The figures are

During February a moderate cloth business was given 
out by shippers to India, and many manufacturers for that 
great Eastern market are now fairly well under contract 
for a few months hence. Producers of goods suitable for 
China are also en for several weeks. The minor 
outlets, however, are dull, the Levant and South America 
being very slow, whilst orders have been rather unevenly 
distributed recently, with the result that a section of the 
market is heavily sold, and other departments wanting 
orders. All the looms of the trade are running full time, 
and no stocks of goods are reported. The margin between 
yarn and cloth is considered unsatisfactory, but as a 
whole from cotton to cloth the position is more favourable. 
No short time is heard of; indeed, the tendency in East 
Lancashire is to increase the number of looms, though at 
the moment weaving is not-at all promising. 

Our cotton yarn shipments continue on a fairly satis- 
factory scale, especially to Japan and China. Below are

The ise Marks Act, in its relation to the 
msking up of bundles of ‘‘ extra hard '’ yarn, is creating 
great interest in commercial circles.

THE CONDITION OF AGRICULTURE IN RUSSIA. 
Tux extreme depression in agriculture during the past 
few years has told with extreme severity ae corde. 
which is mainly, and, in fact, almost exclusively, an agri- 
cultural and a pastoral country. In the production of 
wheat she has had to compete at a disadvantage with 
two great competitors, the United States and India, 
both of which have had decided advantages in the 
contest. In the United States, the facilities for the 
transportation of wheat to the seaboard have been 
immensely increased in recent years, and the cost of trans- 
portation has also been reduced to a very large extent ; 
while at the same time, the natural shrewdness and enter- 

se of the Western farmer, coupled with the con- 

tions under which he works, have led him to make use 
of many effective means for reducing cost of production. 
Tn India, it is true, agriculture has moved on the same lines 
as for centuries past, but there also railway facilities have 
been greatly extended, and the cost of transport has

As regards t cultization, it is reported from 
one district, which is no doubt a type of many others, | 
“that, judging — quality of the soil, the peasants 
ought always to have good erops on their holdings; but 
this is far from being the case, as they are so poor, that | 
they usually only plough the land once, and that is done } 
carelessly, leaving the land after it is ploughed for so long 
a time that grass comes up ; and that when they do narrow 
it, they use a primitive wooder harrow, which very rarely 
has iron points to it, scratching the earth as if with a 
finger, to the depth of only two or three inches, after 
which the grain is sown.’ Unfortunately, too, for Russia, 
the impoverishment of the proprietors and the hi 
Customs duties are tending to still further degrade the 
character of agriculture. As a consequence, the crops 
obtained are small by English ideas, the average of a good 
crop of wheat on lands owned by private proprietors 
being only 17 to 18 bushels per acre; while on lands 
cultivated by peasants it is decidedly lower.

Nevertheless, it is estimated that at the prices of 
1886, with average crops, there was a slight loss on 
growing wheat, and a somewhat heavy one in the case of 
oats and rye. In these estimates is included rent, with 
which the peasantry are no doubt much in arrear, and if 
we exclude rent, there would have been a moderate profit || 
on wheat, but still a distinct loss on oats. This state of 
affairs is due to the constant decline in prices which 
has taken place during recent years. The following are

In order to bring about a change for the better, and so 
enable Russia to recover her tormer position as a produccr 
of grain for European consumption, several recommenda- 
tions are made, which we think, however, are scarcely 
likely to lead to any practical results. In. the first 
place it is said that if Russian ~wheat is to 
compete successfully with other wheats, it must be 
improved in quality, so that it reaches the buyers’ 
hands in a cleaner and dryer state; but how these 
difficulties are to be overcome is not stated. A further 
cheapening of the cost of production by an improvement 
in the means of transport —in other waa more railways— 
is advocated ; but, in the present state of Russian finance, 
the Government have no money to spend upon such 
projects. It is also proposed tw establish a “ Seed Bureau,” 
similar to that which exists at Washington (U.S.), and 
this, which need not involve a great expenditure, might, 
perhaps, be carried out with advantage. At the same 
time, we may point out that the experiments 
carried out by the Russian Department of Agriculture in 
1885 with various kinds of American, Indian, 
and Australian wheats led ‘to no satisfactory results. 
Two other recommendations are made—one, that Russian 
wheat should be mixed and ground into flour in Russia, 
and then exported to England, &c.; the other, that in 
Persa, and the Central Governments, malting barley 
should be more extensively grown. In regard to the 
success of the first proposal we are very doubtful, for 
English millers, from their wide selection of grain, should 
be able to make a better blend than that obtainable from 
Russian wheat alone; while they certainly ought, with 
all their appliances, to be able to convert wheat into flour 
atamuch cheaper rate. Whether Russia can grow larger 
quantities of malting barley for export depends upon 
conditions, as to which no information is given us in the 
report. 

In addition to cereals, Russia is also a great producer 
of live stock, but hitherta her exports have not been large. 
The Department of Agriculture, however, thinks that the 
time has now arrived when Russia can come forward with 
considerable chance of success to compete with America and 
other countries, in supplying the Western European 
markets with live stock. Mr Harford says that she 
appears to have great advantages in this business when 
the prices of live cattle and meat in Russia are compared, 
for instance, with those which prevail in England, while 
as compared with America and Australia, the greater 
proximity of Russia to the European markets is an advan- 
tage not to be overlooked. There is no doubt, too, he 
says, that there exists a great field for the further exten- 
sion of cattle-raising in Russia, which till now has been 
somewhat neglected. The present moment is especially 
favourable for such a development, as the extremely low 

rice of cereals offers an exceptional opportunity for 
reeding and fattening cattle at a quite nominal figure. 
At the same time, it is admitted that Russian meat does 
not equal the best English meat, and it can only compete 
successfully in the sale of the inferior qualities.

In 1887 there was a large increase in the value of the 
exports of wheat and flour, especially the latter, from the 
United States ; but there was a very heavy decline in the 
exports of Indian corn. In cotton, which is an even 
greater export staple than breadstuffs, the slight gain in 
value as compared with 1886, resulted from higher 
prices, since there was a diminution in the quautity 
exported. Cotton manufactures show a relatively rather 
heavy decrease, the exports of tobacco fell off to a very 
decided extent, and petroleum also shows a loss; but, 
under the head of provisions, there is a slight gain, despite 
@ reduction in the exports of lard. 








THE ALKALI TRADE. 

Tue recovery of sulphur from the alkali waste under the 
Leblane process continues to attract much attention, and, 
as a consequence, there was, at the last meeting of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, a large attendance to hear a 
paper on the subject by Mr Alexander M. Chance. As 
is well known, alkali is made in two ways, viz., by the old 
Leblanc process, and by its comparatively new and very 
powerful competitor, the Brunner-Mond or ammonia 
rocess. The latter is the most direct process, and 
largely displaced the Leblanc system, which, in 
fact, it would probably have driven out of the 
field almost altogether had it not been for the 
value of the bye-products—bleaching powder, &c.— 
which are at — wasted under the Brunner-Mond 
process. The base of the Leblanc process is sulphuric 
acid, which is obtained from the sulphur contained in 
the Spanish pyrites, and at present a very large proportion 


}j| of the sulphur used is left in the alkali waste, and is 


thrown away. If this sulphur can be economically 
extracted, it is evident that the Leblanc process would be 
greatly benefited, and could compete on perhaps equal 
terms with the Brunner-Mond process, until the latter some 
day reaps a corresponding gain, or even greater gain, by 
the discovery of a method for utilising the chlorine at 
present lost.

EMIGRATION AND ImmicRaTION In 1887.—The expan- 
sion in the volume of emigration, which began in 
1886, after a pericd of decline lasting several yeas, made 
further progress during last year. The total number of 
emigrants from this country in 1887 was 396,494, as 
against 330,801 in 1886, being an increase of 65,693, or 
about 20 percent. The immigrants into this country in 
1887 numbered 119,013, as against 108,879 in the preced- 
ing year, being an increase of 10,134, or over 9 per cent. 
The excess of emigration was therefore decidedly larger 
than in 1886, and the comparison with that and previous 
years is as follows :—

The bulk of the increase in last year’s emigration was in 
British and Irish emigrants, whereas in 1886 the increase 
over 1885 was mainly due to the larger number of foreign 
emigrants. The number of British and Irish emigrants 
in 1887—281,487 —is the largest ever recorded, with the 
exception of 1888, when the number was 320,118. How 
these were divided is seen from the following statement of

It will be seen that by far the greater number of 
emigrants still select the United States as their country 
of destination, 201,526, or 72 per cent. of the total number 
of British and Irish emigrants going thither in 1887, as 
against 66 per cent. in 1886 ; while 34,183, or 12 per cent., 
went tothe Australasian colonies, as against 43,076, or 18 
per cent., in the previous year, and 32,025, or 11 per cent , 
proceeded to British North America, the proportion being 
unchanged from that of 1886, though the number is 
higher by 7,280. Taking English emigrants separately, 
the proportion going to the United States in 1887 was 
63} per cent., to British North America, 14}, and to 
Australasia 15 per cent. ; while of Irish emigrants, no less 
than 873 per cent. were bound for the States.

These figures 
are taken from the United States official report, and in 
regard to the way in which they are compiled it is stated 
that “It is impossible to give the total mineral product in 
any form which shall not be open to just criticism. It is 


i| evident that the production statistics of such incongruous 
ij substances as iron ore, metallic gold and silver, the spot 


value of coal mined and the market value of metallic 
copper after having been transported hundreds of miles, 
the spot value of a crude substance like unground, unrefined 
barytes, and the value of a finished product like brick (in 
which the cost of manufacture is the leading item) cannot 
well be taken as items in a general summary. The statis- 
tics have been compiled with a view to giving information 
on those points which are of most interest and utility, and 
are presented in the form usual in the several branches of 
trade statistics. The result is that the values stated for 
the different products are necessarily taken at different 
stages of pebdaatin or transportation, &c. Theoretically 
perfect statistics of mineral products would include, first 
of all, the actual net spot value of each substance in its 
crudest form, as taken from the earth ; and yet for prac- 
tical purposes such statistics would have little interest 
other than the fact that the items could be combined in a 
grand total in which eaeh substance should be rated on a 
fairly even basis. The following groupings, therefore, are 


|| presented with a full realisation of the incongruity of many 


of the items. The grand total might be considerably 
reduced by substituting the value of the iron ore mined 
for that of the pig iron made, by deducting the discount 
on silver, and by considering lime, salt, cement, borax, &c., 
as manufactures.
